City Makes 


Yorba Linda will make its bid for 
the largest--and most unusual 
annexation in the history of the city, 
following council action Monday 
night. The city will lay claim to the 
huge Dominguez Ranch via sections 
of Kraemer, Travis and Yorba Land 
to the southeast. The _ total 
annexation, if it goes through will 
add sg one square mile to the 
Citys = 

The council unanimously author- 
ized city staff to petition the Local 
Agency Formation Commission for 
annexation; and authorized the 
planning commission to set public 
hearings on a_ general plan 
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amendment for the area. 
Membérs of the Dominguez 
family recently petitioned the Yorba 
Linda for annexation of their vast, 
approximately 600 acre, holdings to 
the east.Dominguez tabled their 
application with the county of 
Orange, and requested that the city 
begin proceedings to put planned 
community zoning on the property to 
make way for developer, C. Michael. 
The Dominguez Ranch is not, 
however, contiguous to the city. The 
giant rectangle lies due east of the 
city, islanded by county lands 
belonging to Kraemer, Dorothy 
Travis, Albert Yorba and Delores 


Yorba. 

The city plans to make access to 
the proposed annexation via an 
‘umbilical cord’’ along Esperanza 
Road to the southeast. The Yorba 
Linda planning department has 
pieced off sections of Kraemer, 
Travis and Yorba Land to make a 
bridge across couniy lands to the 
Dominguez Ranch. 

Yorba Linda will make application 
to LAFCO for an ‘‘uninhabited”™’ 
annexation. According to LAFCO 
policy, in an uninhabited annexa- 
tion, protest by the owner or owners 
of the land which account for the 
most assessed valuation is needed to 


constitute a majority protest. In this 
case, that owner would be 
Dominguez. Theoretically, protests 
by Kraemer. Travis or Yorba would 
not suffice to kill the annexaton. 
If the annexation goes through as 
planned, it will be a master stroke 
for the city of Yorba Linda in its play 
to get lands to the east within city 
boundaries. The mechanics of the 
Dominguez annexation would put 
the city in a position where it can 
annex 160 acres of Kraemer land ina 
Situation where Kraemer's protests 
will be ineffective. If the annexation 
is approved, and the Dominguez 
Ranch, along’ with its ‘‘umbilical 


cord’’ becomes a part of the city of 
Yorba Linda, then Kraemer lands to 
the east will be surrounded on three 
sides by city boundaries. And 
LAFCO has a new policy that any 
developer who wishes to annex to a 
water district, sewer district or other 
special district, must also annex to 
the adjoining city--if its boundaries 
are contiguous. This would give 
property owners to the east an 
uncomfortable ultimatum. They 
must either annex to Yorba Linda, or 
go else where for water and sewer 


services--and there is no. other 
logical place to go. 
The contemplated annexation 
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Taxes--- Just Can't Let 
The Subject Drop 


Taxes---the threat that has been 
hounding this no-tax city as building 
fees dry up--was brought up again 
by a city councilmember last 
Monday, but no formal action was 
taken. 

Councilman Rudy Castro intro- 
duced the subject: ‘‘This city is 
being developed on a shoestring--- 
and its beginning to show,"’ he 
stated, ‘‘there are no_ public 
improvements, and I’m not talking 
about Taj Mahal--just basic things 
like street improvements, good 
roads, police protection.” 

It was the first time that Castro 
had openly come out in favor of a 
property tax for the city. 

‘‘We keep talking about unique- 
ness’, he continued, *‘uniqueness 
costs money. I'm opposed to a 
position where we depend on 
buildipg permits yet are supposed to 
be «Yyow density city---it’s a 
conth\yetion in terms.”’ 

**Why are we so fearful of losing 


Gil Kraemer?--Because of building 
permits,’ he continued, **We have 
to make a hard decision.” 

**In 1970,"" he pointed out, *‘we 
had seven full time staff members 
working at city hall; now we have 19 
full time, and 16 part time staff 
members---as a result we're 
diminishing city services." 


“I'm very Critical of what we've 
been doing,’’ he added. 


Castro's remarks drew some 
return fire from councilman Hank 
Wedaa, who ‘has_ consistently 


opposed a tax for the city at this 
time. ‘*The people of this city don’t 
need more taxes,"’ he argued, ‘*they 
need. more jobs. We have specific 
instructions from 80 per cent of the 
population that they would rather 
have services reduced than have a 
city tax,’ he said, referring to a 
recent city survey. 

Castro had asked to have the item 
put on the next council agenda. 


One Plus One 


If schools have changed a lot 
since the little red schoolhouse, 
consider, also the school district.

In doing research for a 
master’s thesis in 1968, A 
Chapman College student found: 

The first school district in 
Orange County was the Upper 
Santa Ana _ School District; 
followed by the Spring School 
District. The Upper Santa Ana 
turned into the Peralta and the 


Yorba. (The Yorba was every- — 


thing north of the river.) 

And in 1874, The El Cajon 
School District was begun in 
Placentia. It then begat the 
Placentia Grammar _ School 
District. 

Then in 1893, this district 
joined the Fullerton High School 
District. But in 1933, forty years 
later, the Placentia Union 
Grammar School District, 
changed its mind and withdrew 
from the Fullerton Union High 
School District. 


Meanwhile in another part of 
the orange groves, in 1914, the 


Richfield School District was 
formed. So was a Commonwealth 
School District. 

But in 1915, Richfield merged 
with Placentia. Commonwealth 
didn’t do that until 1921 and by 
that time (1915) the local district 
was known as the Placentia Union 
Grammar School District. 

Then in 1930 the Yorba District 
joined the Placentia District and 
by 1933 there was established in 


Placentia the Valencia Union 
High School District. 

But by 1936, progress unified 
the high school and the grammar 
school districts in Placentia and 
created the Placentia Unified 
School District. 

That’s not all. In 1936 the 
Yorba District decided to leave 
Placentia and join the Yorba 
Linda School District, which they 
did. But two years later in 1938, 
Yorba District had second 
thoughts and came back to 
Placentia. 

Twenty-four years later (1962) 
a study was made on joining the 
Yorba Linda School District with 
the Placentia Unified School 
District. It failed to materialize. 
Everybody went home. 

So now (1975) the Yorba Linda 
School District, which is also 
affiliated with the Fullerton 
Union High School District, is 
seeking to leave Fullerton and 
merge itself with the Placentia 
Unified School District. No 
decision’s in on that one yet. 

And if that isn’t complicated 
enough there is the Rio Vista 
Elementary School. Rio Vista is in 
Anaheim, but in the Placentia 
Unified School District. However, 
the neighbors would like to pick it 
up and put it in the Anaheim City 
Elementary School District, 
which is not to be confused with 
the Anaheim Union High Schoci 
District. This will go before state

Nine Candidates Seek

A strong contention for three 
seats on the Placentia Unified School 
District Board of Trustees looms this 
week as filing for candidates closed 
with nine people seeking the three 
posts. 

Among the contenders are a 
three-man slate from the city of 
Anaheim, who have expressed 
concern about the deannexation of 
Rio Vista Elementary School from 
the PUSD and into the Anaheim City 
Elementary School District. 

Three incumbents also have 
indicated their desire to run. 


Another candidate is from the 
county area at the east side of Yorba 
Linda and ‘two others are college 
students. 

Expectations are that many of the 
candidates will express sharp 
differences on issues and will be 
strong runners. The election takes 
place on March 4 and will include on 
the ballot of request. for voters to 
approve $20 million in school bonds. 

Candidates include: Mrs. Jean 
Pappas, Placentia, incumbent, the 
first woman to preside over the

stressed that public input on use of 
the Federal funds is essential. 

The grants are available through 
the Housing and Community 
Development Act of 1974, and may 
be used for business district 
redevelopment, community build- 
ings, housing rehabilitation, special 
projects for the elderly and 
handicapped, water and sewer 
systems, street lighting, acquisition 
of parks and playgrounds, historical 
preservation and similar activities. 

The January meeting, Paxton 
said, is an opportunity for residents 
to ask questions and _ offer 
suggestions on appropriate projects 
for Yorba Linda.

City Accepts McCarthy Settlement 


The last skirmish in an on-going 
battle between McCarthy Company 
and residents of the Expo tract in 
Yotba Linda took place Monday. The 
tangled McCarthy affair came to its 
denouement as_ councilmembers 
agreed to accept an out-of-court 
settlement agreement with 
McCarthy. 


According to city attorney, Len 
Hampel, the settlement is a ‘fair 
and reasonable"’ resolution of the 
McCarthy greenbelt problem that 
has plagued the council for almost 
three years. 

‘ 


The agreement follows council 
action which required McCarthy to 
bring the greenbelt area off of the 
Expo homes up to ‘‘park’’ 
standards. The city put teeth into its 


demands by preparing to file suit on 
charges of consumer fraud and 
public nuisance. 


According to planning director, 
Phil Paxton, the McCarthy Company 
has made significant progress in 
bringing the ‘‘ditch’’ up to snuff in 
recent .months. 


The settlement agreement as 
presented by Hampel, was framed 
in six points. First, is a requirement 
that the city accept the public 
improvements in five outstanding 
tracts in the Expo area, and 
exonerate public improvement 
bonds; a second provision would 
require McCarthy to pay $30,000 to 
the city of Yorba Linda for 
maintainance of the greenbelt for a 
one year period, $10,000 would be 


paid to the city in lieu of civil 
penalties and lawyers’ fees, and 
$10,000 would be paid to the county 
of Orange. also in lieu of civil 
penalties and lawyers’ fees. Total 
cost to McCarthy is $50,000. 


A third provision would require 
that the city of Yorba Linda dismiss 
its legal actions against McCarthy 
‘without prejudice.’’ The *‘without 
prejudice’ provision would allow 
the city to open suit if any provisions 
of the settlement are not met. 


Fourth, is a non-waiver provision 
regarding individual homeowners 
with complaints against McCarthy-- 
the settlement with the city would 
any individual

A sixth condition required that the 
city and county both agree to the 
proposed division of money as listed 
in provision two. 

The settlement agreement won 
four council Approval, 
however, hinges on condition that 
McCarthy complete six outstanding 
items in the greenbelt, including 
replacement of five dead trees and 
replacement of a grate over a storm 
drain.

Joe Sammon, an official of the 
Authority asked for still another 
postponement. 

The proposal to join the Airport 
Authority, a Phoenix from the ashes 
of the Chino Hills Airport Authority, 
was first presented to the Santa Ana 
City Council on October 13 at which 
time members of the group spoke in 
favor of it and officials and citizens 
from north Orange County cities 
strongly opposed it. 

That hearing was continued to the 
November 4 City Council meeting. 
This then was postponed until 
November 18, which was adjourned 
to December 16, which was 
forwarded to January 6. The hearing 
is now set for January 20. 

The Inter County Airport 
Authority, based in Santa Ana, has 
tried unsuccessfully to attract 
another city to its support since 


Anaheim withdrew from the Chino: 


Hills Airport, Authority, causing its 
demise.

Approval Given 
For Key Ranch 
Proposal 


The Orange County Board of 
Supervisors Tuesday unanimously 
approved a proposal to further the 
purchase of the Placentia-based 
George Key Ranch and designate it 
an historic site. 

The action moves now to the 
county’s Harbors; Beaches and 
Parks Department for further review 
and recommendation. 

Bob Yablonski, Chief of Adminis- 
tration of the department, said his 
report will return to the supervisors 
with a recommendation for funding 
and the size of allocation needed. 

There is also a possibility that the 
Key Ranch will be incorporated with 
four other county historic sites to be 
secured at one time, Yablonski said. 

Also included in the action will be 
the registration of the sites into the 
National Register. The other 
properties in which the Orange 
County Historical Commission has 
expressed an interest, he said, are: 
the Modjeska Home in Modjeska; 
the Conrad Winery in Anaheim; the 
Montanez Adobe in San Juan 
Capistrano and the Santa Ana Tin 
Mine in Trabujco Canyon. 

Money for the projects is expected 
to be provided through federal and 
state funding, Yablonski said.

Nixon Foundation In Whittier 


The assets of the recently 
dissolved Nixon Foundation, includ- 
ing a cemetery plot in Ireland, are 
being transferred to the former 
president's alma mater Whittier 
College, T. Marshall Holcombe, 
Whittier Vice President for College 
Advancement said this week. 

The 25-member Foundation 
Board, organized in 1969 to 
establish a Presidential Library and 
Museum for the former president, 
recently announced its disbanding. 

Holcombe said the move did not 
guarantee that the Library-Museum 
would be built on the Whittier 
campus although ‘‘land for the site 
is still available,’’ he reported. 

The Foundation set up several 
years ago with Leonard K. Firestone 
president, has had some dispersal 
within its ranks. Firestone, ap- 
pointed by Nixon U.S. Ambassador 
to Belgium, announced the dissolu- 
tion from his post in Brussels. 

Other members of the Foundation 
include two Nixon brothers; Herbert 
Kalmbach, who is in prison and 
three close Nixon aides, recently 
found guilty of conspiracy. to 
obstruct justice in the Watergate 
coverup--John Mitchell, John 
Ehrlichman and Robert Haldeman. 

Holcombe said that the assets of 
the Foundation have not as yet been 
delivered to Whittier College. 
“There have been numerous 
discussions but we have not formally 
received anything yet,’’ he ex- 
plained. 

Among the possessions, beside 
the Ireland cemetery plot are $2,000 
in cash, office furniture and an oral 
history of Nixon’s early years, 
donated by Whittier College and 
now coming back home. 

The endowment, however, does 
not guarantee that the Library will 
be built or where it will be built, 
Holcombe explained, saying that the 
snag is the lack of $10 million, the 
amount estimated necessary for 
construction. 

**We think there will be a Library 
though,’’ Holcombe reported, *‘and 


we would like to have it here in 
Whittier. We believe that it would 
be a great historical source that 
would be studied in more than any 
other,’ he explained. He said, 
however that the college has had no 
direct contact from the former 
president on the subject. 

Holcombe believes that the public 
climate will change in time and that 
the Library will eventually be built 
although designation of the site has 
not been considered yet. ‘‘We 
believe we now have a slight edge,"’ 
he stated. 

The actual material assets, he 
explained will stay in the National 
Archives in Bell, California and not 
on campus. The oral history donated 


by Whittier College, he said is not of 
the time frame of the papers in 
dispute in Washington and is not 
involved in any controversy. 

“We greatly lament the former 
President's difficulties,’’ Holcombe 
continued. ‘And we believe in time 
everything will fall into perspective 
and the Library will be built.”’ 

Presidential Libraries, he ex- 
plained, are traditionally construc- 
ted by private contribution, but 
Holcombe said he knew of no donors 
currently on the horizon. 

The dissolved Foundation at one 
time had considered ten sites for the 
official Library, one being the 
former president's birthplace, 
Yorba Linda.

Salvador Zavala, Placentia, in- 
cumbent, Clerk of the board and also 
a trustee for the North Orange 
County Community College District. 

Nonincumbents include: James 
R. Jamieson, Anaheim, a certifi- 
cated data processing consultant. 

Jack Manos, 40, Anaheim, an 
accountant. 

Kenneth Neidiger, 24, Placentia, 
a photography student at the 
Univer- 
sity of Long Beach. 

Martin Petersen, 24, Placentia, a 
student at California State Univer- 
sity, at Fullerton, in business 
administration, majoring in man- 
agement. 

Michael K. Shimansky, Jr., 31, 
Data Operations Manager for Pacific 
Telephone’s new center in Buena 
Park. 

Milfred Smith, Anaheim, a 
financial management coordinator. 

The incumbents all have given 
support for the $20 million in boads 
for building money for the district; 
are opposed to the deannexation of 
Rio Vista Elementary School and 
have not taken a vote on the Yorba 
Linda annexation. 

All are expected to run on their 
records and the strong standing of 
the schools, which are enjoying a 
general period of growth without 
major upheavals. 

The Anaheim candidates are 
united in their purpose of 
deannexation for Rio Vista into the 
Anaheim school system; are 
expected to oppose the bond issue 
and appear to have mixed opinions 
on the Yorba Linda merger. 

Jamieson, who has been the 
leading exponent of the Rio Vista 
transfer said in a statement to The 
Courier: ‘I believe that the quality 
of education for our children can and 
should be improved."' 

‘Community and parent involve- 
ment should be encouraged in order 
to strengthen the education efforts 
of the professional teacher. Current 
trends in education indicate that 
renewed emphasis on basic skills 
including spelling, reading, arith- 
metic and emphasis on achievement 
are greatly in demand."’ 

Jamieson at present, has no 
children in Placentia schools. 

Manos, who has lived in the 
Anaheim area for 38 years, has a son 
at Rio Vista school and a daughter in 
a parochial school. 

“IT am = concerned with the 
responsibility gap between tax- 
payers and representation,’’ he 
explained. ‘‘Much of the respon- 
sibility has been taken from local 
control and moved outside the local 


community. We would behoove 
ourselves to accept this respon- 
sibility on a local level rather than to 
look to other areas.” 

Manos would dispense’ with 
experimental programs such as the 
Early Childhood Education effort 
now in practice at Rio Vista School. 
‘| know that teachers are not in 
favor of it,’’ he stated, ‘'Theygare 
trained to teach, not &:: 
statistics.” 

Manos said that he believed the 
fate of Rio Vista should be left up to 
the personal feelings of the people 
affected and believes that a vote 
should be held in the six Anaheim 
precincts involved with the school. 

Milfred Smith, also from Ana- 
heim, believes that teachers must 
spend too much of their time with 
disciplinary problems and ‘‘that 
makes the job of teaching tedious."’ 

He is fearful that good teachers 
will become wearied of the demands 
of students with behavior problems 
and will gown to other fields of work. 

“Another facet is that each 
human being is born with a great 
potential that is never completely 
developed..this is one of the most 
fascinating aspects and we have 
hardly scratched the surface." 

Smith also is concerned with the 
efficiency with which schools are 
operated because he says schools 
represent ‘‘a very large portion of 
the gross national product." 

He has lived in the area for 11 
years and has one child in Rio Vista, 
one at Kraemer and two in parochial 
schools. 

The only candidate from the 
Yorba Linda area Michael K. 
Shimansky, Jr. has been in the area 
two months and is supervising the 
move of Pacific Telephone'’s data 
processing center from downtown 
Los Angeles to Buena Park. 

He and his wife Sue have two 
children, one a daughter now 
attending Orchard Elementary 
School. He supports funds for 
building schools and tends to favor 
Yorba Linda's merger plans. He has 
lived in California since the age of 11 
and has been affiliated in other areas 
with the Jaycees and Chamber 
of Commerce. He also is very active 
in Little League. 

Martin Petersen, a CSUF student, 
has lived in the area for 22 years. 
He and his wife Nancy have a 
daughter Amy, who will attend Van 
Buren Elementary School. 

In the Norwalk area he wg a 
member of the Rotary Cini 
Chamber of Commerce and¥ the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce. 

Kenneth Neidiger, a student at 
Long Beach University, started his 
schooling in Placentia where he has 
lived for the past two years. He is 
especially concerned with the drug 
problems in the schools and believes 
the situation can be improved. 

He is active with the Placentia 
Jaycees and the editor of their

Variance Appeal Gets 


Council Approval 


The Yorba Linda city council 
unanimously voted to overturn a 
planning commission decision which 
denied a variance to the Evangelical 
Free Church of Yorba Linda on 
Richfield Road. 


The local church had requested a 
variance on a SO foot setback 
provision in the zoning ordinance, 
which they submitted at the 
planning commission level, along 
with the conditional use permit for a 
new multi-purpose building. 


‘This is a perfect example of why 
we have a city council,’’ commented 
councilman Hank Wedaa, after he 
heard the appeal. 

‘*I don't believe in variances, as a 
rule, however this is one time where 
I feel I'll have to take another look,”’ 
said coucilwoman, Mrs. Carolyn 
Ewing, ‘‘this is the exception to my 
own rule.” 

The council unanimously agreed 
to approve the variance appeal. 


Planners, in denying the variance, 
determined that there was no clear 
justification for not moving the 
proposed building an additional 20 
feet from the property line. They 
judged that there would be adequate 
room on the site to meet the regular 
50 foot setback requirement. 


Councilmembers disagreed, how- 
ever. In a presentation to the 
council, church architect M. Robert 
Davis pointed out that placement of 
the building 20 feet up the slope at 
the back of the site had some 
aesthetic advantages. First, the 
slope would act to conceal the 
building from the view of adjacent 
homeowners; secondly, placement 
of the building further back on the 
site would make for a pleasing 
‘““campus"’ effect. The only other 
alternative for the church's long 


range plans, which call for the 
additional of the multi-purpose 
building as well as a third building in 
the future, would be to line the three 
buildings up in a row along the long, 
narrow site.

The fiery deaths of two 
men in Placentia the day 
after Christmas points out 
the terrible need for decent 


low-cost’ housing in the 
older part of Placentia. The 
men burned to death 3 


blocks from the fire station 
in spite of the frantic efforts 
of the fire department to 
control the fire and rescue 
the victims. Their rooms 
over an old store proved to 
be a fire trap in the worst 
sense of the word. 


No one argues the fact 
that the older part of 
Placentia is full of inade- 
quate buildings. Many are 
fire traps and should be 
replaced. A report released 
in November shows Placen- 
tia has one of the worst 
poverty areas in Orange 
County. What are the 
leaders of our city doing 
about it? If you ask them, 
they will probably tell you 
there is no money to do 
anything. 

They may be right. The 
Civic Center complex has 
just been completed at a 
cost of 2.6 million dollars. 
That much money is 
difficult to comprehend, but 
it is sure easy to see where it 
was spent. The waterfalls 
and fountains that decorate 
the mall are fantastic. You 
won't believe it until you 
see it. | went back twice and 
walked around before it 
‘really hit me. 

It's funny isn't it? Other 
cities are turning off their 
waterfalls and fountains to 
save desperately needed 
energy. but Placentia builds 
bigger and better ones. On 
second thought. it’s not 
funny, it's sad. 


A GIFT 


The land was donated for 
the Placentia Civic Center 
site. Apparently a generous 
gift. Now, however. the city 
is negotiating to buy five 
adjoining and additional 
acres. The five-acre parcel 
has been appraised at the 
startling figure of $85,000 
an acre. Does Placentia 
really need it? At a cost of 
$425,000? | doubt it. An 
inquiry at City Hall revealed 
no definite plans have been 
made for development of 
those five acres. 

That reminds me of a 
house wife buying a 100 
pound ham at top dollar, not 
sure just what she'll do with 
it, but it might come in 
handy some day. 


Decent Housing 

Wouldn't it be wise to 
seek government aid to get 
our poorer citizens into 
some decent housing and 
use the $425,000 to help in 
the redevelopment of older 
Placentia? 

It is too late now, but 
perhaps our fantastic Civic 
Center should have been 
built in the older part of 
town to raise values and 
encourage builders to build 
there. That gift of land that 
the Civic Center sits upon 
may very well be the most 
costly gift the city of 
Placentia will ever receive.
